ARCHITECTS HIRED BY SCHOOL BOARD 


Roland Powell retires from school system 


The City of Elba School Board 
has held a series of meetings during 
the past week as they proceed with 
plans to construct a complete new 
school system. 

Tuesday evening the Board voted 
to accept the resignation/retirement 
of Roland Powell. Superintendent 
Lamar Foley told board members 
that Powell has stated that his out- 
side business ventures were demand- 
ing much more of his time since the 
March 17th flood and felt he needed 
to devote more time with them. 

Last Friday afternoon the Board 
met with representatives of Bargani- 
er McKee to work out the fees, and 
other details before the firm began 
designing the new schools. 

The Board also voted to hire 
Botts & Ray of Troy to complete a 
survey of the proposed school site. 

Board members voted to follow 
the “Fast-Track” method of building 
the school, which means work will 
begin on foundations, etc. while 
drawings are still being completed 
on other parts of the facilities. As 
different phases of the designs are 
completed, bids will be advertised 
and work will begin. 

Hollis and Spann of Dethan has 
been named to be the construction 
managers for the project. The firm 
has agreed to guarantee the comple- 
tion date and to bring the project in 
within the budget. When the first 
drawings are completed, the firm 
will figure an estimated cost and 
sign a contract with the Board assur- 


E.H.A. Receives 
emergency grant 


The Elba Housing Authority has 
been awarded a $1,069,200.00 fed- 
eral emergency grant to rehabilitate 
its public housing system which 
was destroyed in the recent flood, 
Congressman Bill Dickerson an- 
nounced Thursday, May 17. 

The funding comes from the 
Comprehensive Improvement As- 
sistance program of the U.S. De- 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development in Washington, D.C. 

"This money is critically needed 
in order to restore the forty-nine 
unit Elba public housing system," 
Dickerson said. "These units were 
almost completely destroyed by the 
March flood, with litle more than 
concrete walls salvageable." 

"This HUD grant will enable 
elba housing officials to rebuild the 
units and replace ruined roofs, 
flooring, cabinets and appliances. 
All necessary electrical, plumbing, 
and gas system repairs will also be 
made possible by this grant," he 
added. 

"The approval of this federal 
grant signals more good news for 
Elba, and should provide the means 
for the public housing system to re- 
cover from the devastating March 
flood," Congressman Dickerson 
concluded. 


ing that the project, as designed, will 
not exceed their estimate. They will 
be encouraged to use local sub- 
contractors whenever possible. 

The school board instructed the 
administrative staff to set up com- 
mittees of educators and other inter- 
ested citizens to work on different 
aspects of the planning for the new 
school. Groups of teachers are to vis- 
it selected schools in Alabama to 
gain additional insight into what is 
best for the Elba school system. 

The Board authorized the superin- 
tendent to sign a Letter of Intent 
with Flack-Haney Lumber Company 


on the proposed purchase of about 
130 acres of land. The exact acreage 
and description will be available af- 
ter the land survey is completed. The 
board plans to purchase from High- 
way 84 back to Beaver Dam Creek 
plus road and utility easements to 
Taylor Mill Road. 

Board members agreed with 
teachers present that if only part of 
the new facility can be ready for the 
1991-92 school year, it should be the 
classrooms and those that would al- 
low the seniors to attend school in 
the new facility, since it would be 
their last chance.

The New Brockton City Coun- 
cil's meeting was short and to the 
point last Monday evening.

someone to fill the vacant seat. 

Appointment of a councilman 
must take place at a regularly 
scheduled city council meeting. 

Councilman Goodson stated that 
this appointment could possibly 
take place at the June 4 meeting, 
but it could require more time. 

Lou Agler came before the 
council requesting that two lots on 
Fitzsimmons Street be cleaned up 
by the city or someone! 

She stated that the lots posed a 
danger in that they could possibly 
provide a breeding ground or hid- 
ing places for snakes. Also, they 
are an eyesore to the community. 

The council agreed to see that 
something was done to cleanup the 
lots. 

Police Chief Richard Nichols 
Stated that plans were under way to 
renovate New Brockton's City Hall. 

Estimates are now being taken 
on doing work on both the outside 
and inside of the building. 

"We're looking at lowering the 
ceiling and just making it look de- 
cent. It's so run down,” said Nich- 
ols. 

Chief Nichols also requested the 
help of the citizens of New Brock- 
ton in helping clean up the town in 
gencral.

Friday afternoon advocating a boy- 
cott of Enterprise merchants if action 
wasn't taken to reverse a proposal to 
move the Human Resources offices 
from Elba to Enterprise. During his 
press conference he stated that En- 
terprise City Councilman Max Ellis 
was actively seeking the move. “En- 
terprise Mayor Jackie Thompson 
was also present during our meetings 
and shaking her head in agreement at 
everything those folks said”, Dubose 
charged.

Later Tuesday Max Ellis, of the 
Enterprise City Council and the only 
opponent of Jimmy Holley's bid for 
re-election as State Representative, 
also held a press conference to re- 
spond to Dubose’s charges he was 
against Elba, 

In his prepared statement he stat- 
ed that, “When elected as the 
county-wide representative, I will 
work hand in glove with all elected 
county officials to bring peace and 
progress to all of Coffee County.” 

In response to reporter's questions 
following the reading of the state- 
ment, Ellis said he thought the mov- 
ing of the Human Resources facility 
was the right thing to do, consider- 
ing a majority of those being served 
were in the Enterprise area. 


A request was presented to the 
council by the Chief that Patrolman 
Jerry Gilbert be promoted to the 
tank of Sergeant. "He's done a fine 
job," said Nichols. 

The council voted unanimously 
to promote Gilbert. 

City Attorney Joe Sawyer re- 
minded the council that it had the 
matter of a claim against the city in 
the amount of $100,000 which 
needs to be addressed. 

In April, Mrs. Priscilla Hornsby 
Foster notified the City of New 
Brockton through her attorney that 
she was filling claim against the 
city. 

Mrs. Foster claimed alleged po- 
lice brutality during her arrest sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

Sawyer told the council that the 
city's insurance carrier had been 
made aware of the existence of the 
claim, but that they, the council, 
need to discuss the matter and de- 
cide on what course of action needs 
to be taken. 

There are three courses of action 
that may be taken by the council. 
One, is to allow the claim to be 
paid; two, not to allow payment of 
the claim; or three, make no re- 
sponse to the claim which inturn, 
after ninety days, the claim is treat-. 


ed as being denied by the city. 

Sawyer's recommendation to the 
council was that they take action on 
the claim after discussing the mat- 
ter in open forum and make it a 
matter of public record by having it 
recorded in the meeting minutes. 

He, Sawyer, would then notify 
the city’s insurance company and 
the claimant's attorney of the action 
taken by the council. 

Councilman Charles Cole 
said,"We need to discuss this mat- 
ter and act on it as soon as possible 
and not put it off!" 

In a special meeting Saturday, 
May 19, the council voted unani- 
mously to obtain insurance cover- 
age through a program offered by 
the Alabama League of Municipali- 
ties. The city's present insurance 
coverage terminates on May 31. 

Also, the council voted to give 
Mayor Driskell the authority to bor- 
row from a local bank the 
$12,695.04 needed to pay for the 
one time capitalization fee to the 
League. : 

The city's present insurance car- 
ricr is Whittaker-Warren of Enter- 
prise. 

In other business, the council 
agreed to pay the bills which to- 
taled $1,376.78. 


$24,000 PRESENTED TO SCHOOL. 
E.H.S. receives large 


grant from Governor 


Governor Guy Hunt awarded a 
$24,000 grant Tuesday, May 25, to 
Support the math and science pro- 
gram at Elba High School, which 
was devastated by the flood in 
March. 


The Governor awarded the mon- 
ey to the school from the state's 
new teacher industry internship 
program, which sends math and sci- 
ence teachers around Alabama into 
industry for special training to al- 
low them to teach students about 
the special skills needed in today's 
workplace. Gov. Hunt's Task Force 
on Industry Internships for Teach- 
ers unanimously recommended the 
grant from funds left over from the 
teacher internship program. 

Governor Hunt said $16,000 
will buy supplies at Elba High, 
$3,500 for media equipment, 
$1,000 for library resource books, 
and $500 stipends to seven math 
and science teachers. 

"The loss in Elba was great and 
it is going to take a great effort by 
the community and the govern- 
ments to get the city back on its 
feet. The people of the Elba area 
have been a wonderful inspiration 
to all of us, and we need to do all 
we can to help them," Goy. Hunt 
said at a State House news confer- 
ence. :

Hunt said, "I 
asked the task force to work to en- 
hance the science and math instruc- 
tion in the state, And that's how the 
teacher industry internship program 
got Started," 

"I am proud that we can offer 
this grant to Elba today," Gov. 
Hunt said. 

Gov. Hunt was joined by Elba 
High School math and science 
teachers who will receive stipends 
and other support from the grant. 
Those ROPE: the news confer- 
ence included Sue Adkison, Mary 
Cash, Mary King, Rhonda Little, 
Frances Prior, John Tucker and 
Gaynes Waters. 
~ "Thanks to all of you for your 
hard work and we hope this helps,” 
Gov. Hunt told the teachers. 

Gov. Hunt last week announced 
$510,000 in state and federal grants 
to Elba and Coffee County to heip 
makeup for tax revenues lost be- 
cause of the shutdown of area busi- 
nesses, and to put people back to 
work. 

"Hopefully those grants will | 
help Mayor Fred Moore and the 
county officials continue the vital 
services in the area," Gov. Hunt 
said at a news conference Tuesday, 
May 15. 

Governor Hunt also signed into 
law last month bond issues to sup- 
port highway and school construc- 
tion in the flooded areas.

We detest the picture it con- 
gers up in our mind and the minds of society. The recent call 
for a boycott of Enterprise merchants offends us for several 
reasons in addition to the basic idea being offensive.

*Part of the sales tax dollars collected in any Coffee County 
business is divided with the Elba schools . . . those collected 
elsewhere aren't. With the Elba tax base completely gone for 
the time being, we surely don't need to cut off our last source 
of survival funds. 

We could be accused of running scared because we solicit 
advertising in Enterprise. We acknowledge actively seeking 
business in all neighboring cities, but point out something 
well known to Elba businesses and other long time readers of 
this newspaper. We don't shy away from flood waters nor 
opinions that are opposite those of one or more advertisers. 
We speak our mind and remain respectful of opposing opin- 
ions. Our friends from Enterprise and many other communi- 
ties spent much money and many hours of their time helping 
Elba when we were standing in the soup line for a meal. We 
appreciate them for this help. 

We don't like the idea of the Human Resources facility 
leaving Elba. Nor the other offices the county commissioners 
So callously voted to move to other places. The timing of the 
moves make it worse. We smart at the thought that several of 
those voting to move the offices owe their first term in office 
to the people of Elba... . they didn't carry their home district. 
However these things are not won nor retrieved with harsh 
words or sticks. 

Human Resourses is gone... . for good. We need to rally 
around this, use it as a springboard to get a larger, more pro- 
ductive industry for Elha.

| ACT Workshop

An American College Testing Pro- 
gram (ACT) Workshop was given 
recently held for interested juniors 
and seniors at Zion Chapel High 
School. 

In the two-day workshop the stu- 
dents reviewed the English and 
mathematics part of the ACT. The 
first day of the workshop Mr. Jack 
Burkett, an English teacher at Kins- 
ton High School, reviewed the Eng- 
lish portion of the test. The stu- 
dents took practice tests of the 
same material that could be on the 
actual ACT. During the Last hour 
of the day, the students took an ac- 
tual ACT English test that was used 
in October of 1989. The test con- 
sisted of 75 questions to be an- 
swered in 45 minutes. After the 
test was completed, the students 
computed a raw score of the test 
and determined their score on the 
English part of the practice ACT 
test. 

The second day Mr. Clayton 
Bryant, Coffee County Superinten- 
det, came to Zion Chapel and re- 
viewed with the students for the 
mathematics part of the exam. He 
explained the procedure of the actu- 
al testing and scoring of the test. 
Then Mr, Bryant gave the students 
a practice math test before they 
took an actual sample test of the 
ACT. 
After the practice tests were given 
the students took the 60 question, 
60 minute sample ACT test. The 
students then computed their raw 
score to get their composite score 
of the math section of the ACT. 
The students then averaged their 
math score and their English Score 
to get an estimate of how they per- 
formed on their practice of the

Elba City Council tables action 
on the "Elba Flood Relief Fund" 


Disposition of monies: received 
for the “Elba Flood Relief Fund" 
and the possible site of the new 
Elba City Schools complex was the 
main topics of discussion at the 
Elba City Council's meeting Mon- 
day evening. 

Mayor Fred Moore informed the 
councilmen that $37,387.05 had 
been received by the city to be dis- 
tributed to individuals and/or busi- 
nesses which suffered flood dam- 
age. 

"This money came from people 
of all walks of life," said Moore 

The mayor said that amounts 
ranging from $1.00 to hundreds of 
dollars had been received and 
placed in an interest bearing ac- 
count until a decision could be 
made on how the monies were to 
be dispersed. 

"How do you (the council) want 
us to handle it?" asked the mayor. 
"We got in our (the city's) bank ac- 
count,” continued the mayor, 
“we've got to have your approval 
on how to handle it - whether we 
should tum it over this committee 
we've had dispersing that other 
fund and let them make a decision 
of who gets it or what is ya'll's 
thinking on it?- How do you feel 
that we need to handle this thing?” 
asked Moore. 

After a short discussion, the 
council voted unanimously to table 
the matter until the next council 
meeting on June 11, 1990. 

Concerning the proposed loca- 
tion of the new Elba City School 
facilities, Mayor Moore recom-

Moore said there might possibly 
be a problem with the city supply- 
ing electricity to the complex if the 
land involved was in Covington 
Electric's territory. 

"I don't know if this is the case," 
said Moore, "but it could be.”

Pugh said, after he went through 
the window of the room in which the 
child was thought to be in, that the 
smoke was so thick that he couldn't 
see anything. 

"I just felt around on the floor, the 
bed and everywhere until I found the 
baby,” said Pugh. "After I picked up 
the baby, I just followed the smoke 
out. I could feel the air going out,” 
he continued.

"The man upstairs must have put 
her in my hands," Pugh stated, 
"That's all I can figure out." 

Chief Driggers later told Pugh 
just how much danger that he was in 
when he entered the smoke filled 
house without a breathing apparatus. 
"The towel saved your life," said 
Driggers. 

Driggers praised Pugh for his ac- 
tion and Mrs. Elliot's smart think- 
ing which he said "Saved the baby's 
life!", "She was a heartbeat away 
from certain death," he said. 

"I'm just glad the baby is okay. 
That's all I thought about and all I 
kept thinking about,” Pugh said. 

Pugh lives in Opp, Alabama, but 
is originally from Elba. His mother 
, Mrs. Fanny Pugh still resides in 
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Elba. 

Dewayne, the father of two chil- 
dren, said, "I just did what I had to 
do. Anybody would have done the 
same thing!” 

Samantha and her three-year-old 
sister Nicole were admitted to Elba 
General Hospital where they were 
treated for some minor scratches, 
burns and smoke inhalation. 

A third child, Timothy, was 
treated for a burn on his right arm 
and released.
